8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
the  repairs  of  cemeteries. 

9.  To  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  whether  the  altera- 
tions and  amendments  of  the  constitution  proposed  by  the  constitu- 
tional convention  shall  be  approved. 

10.  To  see  what  action  the   town   will   take   towards   obtaining 
more  suitable  room  or  rooms  for  the  Library,  and  raise  money  therefor. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote   to   instruct  the   selectmen  to 
procure  one  or  more  steel  bridges,  and  raise  money  therefor.

Report  on  Town  History. 


Our  report  the  present  year  does  not  differ  essentially  from  that  of 
the  preceding  one. 

The  assistance  in  our  work,  so  flatteringly  promised  a  year  ago, 
failed  to  "materialize,"  and  so  the  burden,  to  a  large  extent  has 
remained  upon  us.  We  have  however,  continued  the  work,  giving 
it  all  the  time  that  circumstances  would  allow.  Our  primary  aim 
has  been  to  accomplish  (he  ivork,  paying  but  little  regard  to  monetary 
compensation. 

The  grateful  and  appreciative  interest  of  my  fellow-citizens  in  our 
work  is  the  greatest  reward  we  could  ask,  and  it  seems  as  if  we 
were  entitled  to  this. 

Our  work  has  been  chiefly  genealogical  and  biographical,  and  in 
these  departments  we  earnestly  invite  the  full  cooperation  of  all  who 
have  a  home  in,  and  a  love  for,  our  beloved  town.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Health. 


We  are  pleased  to  report  to  the  citizens  of  Cornish  that  no 
epidemic  or  contagious  disease,  has  required  the  attention  of  the 
health  officers  during  the  year. 

We  have  continued  to  enforce  the  law  relative  to  the  vaccination 
of  school  children  while  some  are  opposed  to  vaccination,  and  cen- 
sure the  health  officers  for  enforcing  the  law,  we  have  only  this  to 
say,  that  it  is  the  law  of  the  state,  and  the  board  are  to  enforce  it, 
and  should  have  the  support  of  every  law  abiding  citizen  of  the  town 
and  no  parent  should  send  a  child  to  school  until  it  has  been  suc- 
cessfully vaccinated. 

Last  April  a  three  days'  school  of  instruction,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  was  held  at  the  State  House  in  Con- 
cord, and  each  local  board  was  requested  to  send  at  least  one 
delegate  to  the  school.  As  it  becomes  the  legal  duty,  under  the 
law,  for  a  board  of  health  to  send  a  representative,  the  board  made 
choice  of  Dr.  G.  W,  Hunt  as  that  representative.

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NOTICE  TO  PARENTS,  GUARDIANS  AND  OTHERS. 


Ch.  93  Public  Statutes  as  Amended  1901. 

Section  14.  Every  person  having  the  custody  and  control  of 
a  child  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  years,  residing  in  a 
school  district  in  which  a  public  school  is  annually  taught,  shall 
cause  such  child  to  attend  the  public  school  all  the  time  such  school 
is  in  session,  unless  the  child  shall  be  excused  by  the  school  board  of 
the  district  because  his  physical  or  mental  condition  is  such  as  to 
prevent  his  attendance  at  school  for  the  period  required,  or  because 
he  was  instructed  in  the  English  language  in  a  private  school 
approved  by  the  school  board  for  a  number  of  weeks  equal  to  that  in 
which  the  public  school  was  in  session  in  the  common  English 
branches,  or,  having  acquired  those  branches,  in  other  more  advanced 
studies.  Any  person  who  does  not  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
this  section  shall  be  fined  ten  dollars  for  the  first  offense  and  twenty 
dollars  for  every  subsequent  offense,  for  the  use  of  the  district. 

Sec.  15.  The  state  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall 
have  authority  to  enforce  the  laws  relating  to  attendance  at  school 
and  the  employment  of  minors,  and,  for  this  purpose,  he  and  any 
deputy  appointed  by  him  shall  be  vested  with  the  powers  given  by 
law  to  truant  officers  when  authorized  by  school  boards  to  enforce 
the  laws  relating  to  attendance  at  school  and  the  employment  of 
children.  And  the  expenses  necessarily  incurred  by  the  state 
superintendent  in  'such  enforcement  shall  be  paid,  as  audited  and 
allowed  by  the  governor  and  council.
